Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest cited 
art — WO 03/067068 and WO 00/27500 — fail to anticipate or render obvious, alone or in any 
proper combination, the connection line configured to deliver separated fuel from an upper area 
of the water collection chamber to an area of the fuel delivery line that is downstream of the filter 
and upstream of the internal combustion engine to mix with fuel that has directly exited the 
filter — in combination with all the other limitations of in each of claims 1 and 8. Contrary to the 
above, in '068, the fuel from the top of the water collection chamber 15 flows instead into the 
tank; and in '500, the fuel from the top of another separator 42 flows instead into a return line to 
the tank.
